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ITHACA, N. Y.. April 85.—President 


J. O. Schurmann spoke last night be- 
fore the students of Cornell University 
In Liberty Hall on the Cuban' situa- 
tion. His recent return from the Island 
where he spent two weeks, enabled him 
to make the subject one of particular 
Interest. After review of the general 
condition of the people, he touctied di- 
rectly upon the live question of the Cu- 
ban opposition to the Platt amendment. 
He said tn part: 
"It is the revolutionary army and its 


supporters who are represented In the 
constitutional convention. That body 
Is more radical than the Cuban'people 
as a-whole. If it hesitates to adopt the 
Pltttt amendment, the people who own 
property on the Island would no^ They 
feel that the'F}att amendment^!* in- 
dispensable to the peace and projection 
of the' Mand, and the prosperity of Its 
people'.' *8ttU X.**hlnk that great consid- 
eration flhouOT be shown, for the men 
who won Cuban Independence, and af- 
ter all. the constitutional convention Is 
the only organized body authorized to 
express Cuban sentiment and opinion. I 
had the honor ^e*k.before last of con- 
ferring with two Jjrge delegations from 
the convention, In which Were Includ- 
ed all of the members of the committee 
now at Washington. Their complaint 
was three-fold—they objected to the. 
manner in which the Platt amendment 
was forced upon them; secondly', they 
criticised It as a limitation of tie sov- 
ereign rights of Cuba; thirdly, they dep- 
recated the omission of a Claude pro- 
viding for freer commercial relations 
between Cuba and the United States. 
The first objection which is a jmatter 
of form rather than of subatastce, is 
now Irremediable, and we need not dis- 
cuss Its merits, I believe the fleeted 
objection rests on a misapprehension, 
which President McKlnley will,.,In all 
probability, be able to remove In' a 
conference with the committee, for *he 
Platt amendment, while continuing the 
historical policy of the United Stages 
toward Cuba, may be fairly described 
as a guarantee of the independence of 
Cuba and the formation of the means 
necessary to protect it, both against 
foreign invasion and domestic disorder. 
The third objection will, in my Judg- 
ment, prove the hardest to overcome. - 


"But the convention is not In a way

for us? Neither In Cuba nor tn the 
United States do the people desire an- 
nexation at present. Let us aid the 
Cubans to set up their own Republic. 
With the establishment of a Republic 
under the guarantees of the Platt 
amendment, with a consequent Influx 
of capital, which Is now 
generally 


needed, and with a market for sugar in 
the United States, the Island of Cuba 
would become one of the richest and 
happiest communities In the wortjj."

On Monday the Supreme Court of 


tne United States promulgated a rule 
attaching the Territory of Hawaii to 
the Ninth Circuit. That is to say, the 
Territory is by this rule linked tp_ the 
Judicial system of the United States for 
purposes of appeal. Its relation In thls- 
respect Is the same as that of Alaska, 
which likewise belongs to the Ninth 
Circuit. 
The occasion for this rule was the 


application of one of the parties to an 
admiralty case In Hawaii for admission 
to tti« Circuit Court of Appeals of the 
United States of an appeal from a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Ha- 
waii 
For such an appeal the new rule of 


the Supreme Court opens the way. The 
rule was promulgated undar authority 
of the Act of 1891, which created the 
Circuit Courts of Appeal and gave to 
them Jurisdiction In appeals from the 
Supreme Courts of Territories, and 
power to assign the Territories to the 
several Judicial circuits of the United 
States. 
But this rule of the Supreme Court 


apparently runs counter to the Act of 
April 30, 1900, establishing the Territory 
of Hawaii The Judiciary section of 
that law made no provisions for appeal 
from the Supreme Court of Hawaii to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the 


United States; and It provided that 
cases pending at the organization of 
the Territory should be carried on to 
final Judgment in the Territorial 
Ha- 


waiian courts. 


Some newspapers and some lawyers 


seem disposed to discover In this rule 
of the Supreme Court a principle indi- 
cases its future decisions in the Porto 
Rico and Philippine cases, as affecting 
the general question of constitutional 
self-extension. One of our contempor- 
aries In New York went so far as to 
announce in large type that the "de- 
cision," means that "Hawaii Is a part 
of the United States;" that is to say 
that the Constitution extends Itself 
over that territory. 
But there was no need of such a "de- 


cision" and the rule or order1 of the 
court therefore has no tuch signifi- 
cance. Congress hat already legislated 
the Constitution Into Hawaii The act 
organising the Territory extended the 
American Constitution over It and made 
Its citizens cltlten* of the United 
States. 
The rule of the Supreme Court has 


an altogether 
different 
significance. 


During the debate upon the Cullom bill 
no other question received »o much at- 
tention a* that of the statoi of the Ha- 
waiian court*. The original bill made 
them Independent ard gave them the 
same ultimate Jurisdiotion a* belong* to 
State courts. This proposal wa» dU- 
cu**ed for «ay*.

Bat 
the theory of this bill Is that they have 
a Supreme Court, a Circuit Court «n* 
other Inferior courts, and there are ap- 
peals from one to another of the Ter- 
ritorial courts, and these judges, either 
of the Circuit' or Supreme Court, have 
nothing to do with decisions on other 
statutes than those local to the islands. 
They exist Just as In a State. 


Mr. Spooner—The trouble is that Ha- 


waii is not a State. 


Mr. Cullom—No, it Is not a State. 


Mr. Spooner—It seems to me, If the 


Senator will permit me to make the 
observation, that the difficulty Is we 
are dealing with this as a Territory 
and the same time as an independent 
Government. 


After a thorough discussion, covering 


several days, of the distinction be- 
tween Constitutional courts, such as 
Mr. Spooner held tbat Congress cannot 
erect, and legislative courts, such as it 
can create and has created in a'l of 
the Territories, Mr. Teller Coffered and 
Mr. Cullom accepted, and 'the Senate 
adopted on March 1, an amendment 
conferring on the United States District 
Court In Hawaii, in addition to Its or- 
dinary Judlsdiction. Jurisdiction of all 
cases cognizable In a Circuit Court of 
the United States, with power to Issue 
writs on errors and appeals to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals of the United 
States In Its Ninth Judicial District. 


The House amendmert to or substi- 


tute for the Spconer bill provided for 
the union of Territorial and Federal 
Jurisdiction In the Hawaiian courts, 
with appeal from the Supreme Circuit 
of Hawaii to the Ninth Judicial Circuit 
of the United States. 


After the final conference on April 


28, the House yielded in this respect and 
agreed to amendment* separating the 
Territorial from the Federal Jurisdic- 
tion and striking out the provision t-ir 
appeal from the Supreme Court of Ha- 
waii to the Ninth Judicial Circuit of the 
United States at San Francisco. And 
in that form the bill became a law.

DECISION IN HTJI LAND CASE. 


A unanimous opinion was given by the 


Supreme Court yesterday in the case of 
Hawaii Land Company, Limited, vs. Net- 
tle L. Scott, on appeal from the District . _„„. 
Court of North Kona, Hawaii. The ; of the laws, 
•pinion waa written by Justice Perry. 


Summary possession was claimed by 


the" plaintiff of six shares In the com- 
pany land of Holualoa 1 and 2, the com-, 
plaint setting out that the premises were 
held by the defendant unlawfully 
and 


against the rights of plaintiff. It was 
alleged that defendant held the shares 
by virtue of a lease between D. Kahao. 
attorney in fact for S. H. Peters, and 
the defendant. 
A demurrer was filed on the ground 


that the complaint did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. 
The defendant also filed a plea disputing 
the Court's jurisdiction. Both the plea 
and demurrer were overruled and judg- 
ment was subsequently rendered against 
the defendant.' 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme 


Court on points of law, one point being 
that the magistrate erred In admitting 
evidence to estabMshed ;facts not alleged 
in the complaint. It was also raised 
that where documentary evidence was 
taken by copy, the magistrate erred in 
admitting such evidence without identifi- 
cation on certificate that it was a correct 
copy. 
It is held by the Supreme Court that 
the demurrer should have been suataln- 


' ed, holding that the declaration was de- 
fective in specified particulars. The Su- 
preme Court finds that the demurrer as 
to its allegations of the insufficiency of 


* facts in the complaint and of lack of 
jurisdiction, should have been sustained.

' ciclentally, the lonpr Interview with Dr. 


Ament at Peking which we published last 
Sunday possessed great interest to till 
'who are studying the persdns and the 
^motives operating In contemporaneous 
human events in that part of the world. 
For the statement in question was an ab- 
solutely authentic, unrestrained, unedited 
revelation of the spirit and attitude—-we 
shall not say of the missionaries In China 
but at least of one American missionary 
Vho has labored long and prominently in 
that field, and has been recently the sub- 
ject of bitter criticism, to a specific ex- 
tent unjust, as we are presently going to 
show. 
The particular instance in which criti- 


cism .has manifestly wronged, the Rev. 
Dr.. 
Ament relates to 'the size of his ex- 


actions from the people of the Chinese 
.villages wherein native Christians had. 
suffered by Boxer outrages. 
Previously 


to Dr. Ament's arrest at Tung Chow by 
French troops on the charge of leading 
the 
native Christians 
hi b'.ackmailing 


the villages, he had been engaged 
In 


assessing and collecting damages claimed 
by the converts under his care.. A dis- 
patch printed in- the Sun of December 24 
represented him as demanding and re- 
ceiving from the local authorities, in ad- 
dition to/ the actual damages alleged, a 
fine amounting to thirteen times the in- 
demnity. The fact is that the additional 
fine Imposed by Dr. Ament was scaled 
at one-third In excess of the Indemnity, 
not at thirteen times the amount. The. 
error occurred In transmission over the 
Chinese telegraph lines by an operator's 
confusion of 1-3 with 13. This mistake 
was corrected In our Peking dispatches 
as soon as It had been ascertained and 
traced. 
The secretary of the American Board 


regards Dr. Ament's statement of the 
reasons Influencing his acts, and his gen- 
•eral views of missionary duty under such 
conditions as have existed since the re- 
-Uef of Peking, as frank and ^comprehen- 
sive. We are Inclined to agree with the 
Rev. Dr. Judson "Smith thus far. Wheth- 
-er we can -go further and, like him, ac- 
cept Dr. Ajnent's statement as "a. clear 
and complete answer to those numerous 
criticisms which have been abroad 
for 


many weeks." Is a Question to be deter- 
mined by Impartial analysis rather than 
by friendly prejudice.

4. Looting: that Is to fay, the appro- 


priation of property belonging to absent 
or defenceless Chinese, and the sale of 
the same for the benefit of the missions 
and their Christian work.

quarter criticism of Dr. Ament or other 
missionaries which does not fall under 
one or another of these heads, we have 
rot happened to pee it. We shall now ex- 
amine Dr. Ament's statement to see how 
far It constitutes a clear and complete 
answer <o. the four charges catalogued 
above.
